TAXATION ON RAILROAD PROP- 


ERTY. 


Taxation • of railroad property has 


become a theme for discussion by our 
people. 
There are those who differ 


materially upon a subject that baa 
been more or less agitated by those 
who were of the opinion that the Sou- 
thern Pacific was not contributing it* 
•hare to the support of the State. 


There Is no question in the mind 


of the writer about the correctness of 
the view taken by most of our citizens 
respecting taxation upon railroad pro- 
perty Interest* in the State preced- 
ing the present time, or at least for 
many years last past. The Journal ha* 
taken the position that the company 
property was not taxed upon a just 
•valuation when compared with values 
placed upon the property of private 
citizens. The Journal continues to erf- 
tertaln the opinion it has expressed re- 
specting values for taxation purposes 
upon railroad property in the past

dollar* is the value placed on the road 


^'.PM inlleby the State of California. 


The earnings of the. road in Nevada 


onv overland tauteM Ja> perhape equal 
to Jt» earnings |n that das* of business 
in California, bat when there I* taken 
into relation for the purpose of arriv- 
ing at valued the local business of 
the road in the two States, the differ- 
ence is aaeh that values are material- 
ly effected. 


The local business of the road in the 


State of California is so much more 
than it Is in Nevada that it* earnings 
In the former in local business must be 
many times more than It Is in that 
class of business in tba latter. When 
local business in the State mentioned 
I* taken luto account, a* it should be 
.jftuat arriving 
at a just 
valuation, 


which is ascertained from earnings, 
there is a large margin against a like 
valuation in Nevada of the company's 
property to that made for taxation in 
the State of California. 


There are few men in Nevada who 


have had more cause of a personal 
natustto feel agrleved at the company 
than the writer, but personal matter* 
should not influence when a question of 
right Is involved. A citizen who can- 
not rise above personal feeling when 
the right* of a corporation doing busi- 
ness In the State, or rights of the com- 
monwealth, or the rights of it* indivi- 
dual citizen* are involved 1* unworthy 
of the respect of his fellow citizen*. 
The Journal is Informed that there ha* 
been a modification made in the value 
and that seventeen thousand dollar* 
is the sum per mile now fixed for tax- 
ation, which Is more near what It should 
be than twenty thousand per mile. 
Upon a review of the facts before the 
writer he I* of the opinion that fifteen 
thousand per mile would be more near 
a'just valuation of the entire mileage 
within the State than seventeen thous- 
and dollar* per mile. It I* admitted 
that the people of the State have 
beard much more about favor* granted 
by the company to It* citizen* than 
they have heard about their right*, but 
that fact la not an argument to favor 
injustice, or it* appearance. 
In a 


moral sense people are justified In 
using what ever may become necessary 
te be u*ed when making a defense, but 
they are not justified in using re- 
taliation. There is not anything to be 
gained by such a course in private or 
In public affairs. Louis XIV of France 
•aid: "That which policy counsels, 
justice authorizes." Napoleon quoted 
the saying and acted upon it when he 
invaded Spain. W* are not at the close 
of the Dark Ages as was Louis XIV, 
or are we ruled by a dictator at the 
close of a revolution. We UvC at the 
beginning of the twentieth century, 
farther removed by justice and free 
institutions from the men named and 
their times than we are removed by 
time. Which exclude* from our dvil- 


atio* tbe principle included In the 
aylng kf Xx>u)* XIV. 
The p'Wlcy of the people of Nevada 
honld be* a seller <* Justice to the 
touthent Asolfle and to all Interest* 
n the State! Should there b. error 
from any cause that come., they 
should try to have the error appear 
against their collective or State inter- 
est and not against a corporate or real' 
person doing business In the State.

ween the railroad company r^ 
toe 


people, arising chiefly from 'condition* 
imposed upon the people Wader a man- 
agement other than tbfe management 
there Is now. These oppressive condi- 
tion* have been largely removed by 
those who have succeeded to the dir- 
ection of the company'a bovine**, upon 
the theory that the people of the State 
are Just and wUl do justice. Let It 
not be aa!d that the good faith of \ 
our people while under trial has not 
been equal to expectation. It I* weO 
known to the people that they have 
been under an arbitrary and despotic 
will that succeeded In creating silence 
which it could not break at a given 
time, or In a particular direction, but 
the people are 
capable of breaking 


their alienee when they choose to do 
so and in a way they may desire to 
break It, but above all things connected 
with the State let their silence be brok- 
en In the work of Justice and modera- 
tion and with a desire to be upon am- 
icable relation* with the new manage- 
ment which has given them to under- 
stand that It does not look upon them 
as outcasts to be treated a* enemies.

A man there 
must take his doctor's degree, study 
a year to pass the State examination, 
observe a year In a good school, serve 
a year In training, and then his name 
can be placed on the lists as a possible 
candidate for a teacher. What teach- 
ers need most is broadmlndedness and 
possesloa of liberal culture. Rest and 
recreation of some kind each day helps 
make the strongest teacher. The ad- 
ultion of something new each year 
to the teacher's accomplishments is al- 
ways essential. As with a doctor or 
lawyer so with a teacher—he must be 
a life-long student. 


A teacher must be one of enthusiasm 


to combat with the troubles which 
must of necessity arise. 
A teacher 


must have high ideals, elst how can 
he raise his pupils to a nobler and 
better life.

Cobwebs and Cats*. 


An old time remedy to stop blood 


flowing from a cut Is to put cobwebs 
over It but from recent discovery it ap- 
pears a dangerous thing to do. Some 
time ago a woman fell and cut ber 
head, and when her friends hurried to 
her assistance they found tbe blood 
flowing from a deep gasb. Cobwebs 
were applied, and the bleeding quickly 
stopped, but In a few days the woman 
was taken with lockjaw. 


A scientist declared there were lock- 


jaw germs In cobwebs, and that was 
the way the woman contracted tbe dis- 
ease. He has made quite a study of 
the subject and says ttaat In a handful 
of cobwebs he found 61 different dis- 
ease germs. That being true, It Is very 
easy to see bow on« could get not only 
lockjaw, but many other dreadful dis- 
eases, as the cobweb Is placed right on 
an open wound and tbe germs can en. 
ter tbe blood. Cobwebs form in dark, 
dirty places, and It Is not to be won- 
dered that they gather germs. — Ex- 
change.

A ship's log Is an Instrument for 


measuring the rate at which the vessel 
Is going and consists of three parts— 
viz, tbe log chip, tbe log line and tbe 
log glass. Tbe principle Is simply this: 


A light substance thrown from tbe 


vessel ceases to partake of the motion 
of tbe vessel as soon as It strikes the 
water and will be left behind on the 
surface after a certain Interval. If the 
distance of the ship from this station- 


I ary object be measured, the approxi- 


mate rate of sailing will be given. 


The log chip Is the float the- log line 


is tbe measure of tbe distance, and the 
log glass defines the interval of time. 


In the old days tbe braving of tbe log 


required skill and watchfulness, but 
since the patent log baa come into u* 
no skill Is required in finding the .speed 
of a vessel. It Is regulated by clock 
work, and tbe number of knots tbe ves- 
sel sails per hour Is recorded on the 
dial without any band touching It
